1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-34 is that none of the references cited, 
taken either singly or in combination, teach or disclose a process for generating steam for 
downhole injection in a steam flooding process for oil recovery, as in the claimed combinations, 
including the recited steps (d) and (f)-(h) of claims 1 . For example, the reference to Heims 
(2003/0127226) discloses an overall process for generating steam, including the use of an 
evaporator comprising a circulating concentrated brine stream. Such process, however, does not 
appear to generate the steam for injection directly in the circulating concentrated brine 
evaporator, nor does it heat the evaporator with a separate steam source comprising a watertube 
boiler, as specifically called for in claim 1 .
